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Relaxation 





for the Patient 


and the Dentist 


BY ROBERT A. ATTERBURY, BS, DDS,

RELAXATION techniques offer a 
means of making dental procedures 
more comfortable for the patient 
and easier for the dentist. Relaxa- 
tion almost automatically relieves 
or overcomes anxieties, fears, and 
apprehension, which lower the 
pain threshold. 

The various psychosomatic phe- 
nomena and their practical appli- 
cation to dental and oral surgery 
are still in their infancy; great 
progress has been made, however, 
and exceptional possibilities for 
the future are already apparent. A 
new dimension in the management 
and control of patients is being 
developed. 

The phenomena are not com- 
pletely understood. The same may 
be said of many other methods 
now in use that in the past were 
not in themselves fully understood. 
~ *Doctor Atterbury is Clinical Assistant 
Professor of Oral and Maxillofacial Surgery, 
University of Illinois College of Dentistry; 
Doctor Vazirani is an Instructor in Oral and 
Maxillofacial Surgery at the same institution, 


and Assistant in Anatomy, University of 
Illinois, College of Medicine. 
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You can relax! The authors 
include a self-relaxing exercise 
in their discussion of the value 
of relaxation in the perform- 


ance of professional services. 


The physiology of local and gen- 
eral anesthetics is not completely 
known and they have not been 
abandoned. The chemistry involved 
in chemical anesthesia is known, 
of course, but the exact cause of 
numbness is another matter. It is 
not our intention to supplant pres- 
ent-day methods and techniques, 
but to create and develop an in- 
terest in this invaluable adjunct. 

The first prerequisite for any 
suggestive technique is complete 
relaxation, or as near to it as pos- 
sible which, when achieved, in it- 
self relieves tension, anxiety, and 
diminishes and at times avoids all 



































































hostility. With this thought in 
mind, one can readily see the value 
of the application of dental psy- 
chologic techniques—the elimina- 
tion of fear, pain, anxiety, tension, 
hostility—all the usual causes for 
patients avoiding the dentist, and 
even the cause for many chronic 
illnesses of psychosomatic origin. 

The application of psychosomatic 
principles to dentistry using the 
relaxation approach is an auxiliary 
aid both for the patient’s comfort 
and the dentist’s ease. The patient 
will not resist this type of relaxa- 
tion exercise. It does not consume 
any additional time, as it is applied 
so smoothly that it is incorporated 
in the dental treatment of the pa- 
tient. It also provides a less fatigu- 
ing approach, all of which pro- 
duces relaxed patients in an undis- 
turbed and quiet atmosphere. This 
relaxation is accomplished by the 
use of worded suggestions, a nar- 
rowing down of the conscious effort 
of the patient for greater concen- 
tration, the acceptance of the sug- 
gestions, and finally the patient’s 
response. The direct application of 
the relaxing technique is based on 
the relationship between tension 
and the lowering of the pain 
threshold. The greater the tension, 
the lower the pain threshold, and 
the greater the pain realization 
factor. The more relaxed the pa- 
tient, the higher the pain threshold. 

The more relaxed you are, the 
better adjusted your. life will be. 
Tension can produce eyestrain, 


headache, stiff neek and shoulder 
34 








muscles, and other physical and 
mental manifestations. Anybody 
who cannot relax is tense with 
muscular contractions. This can 
continue through the day and often 
through the night. This circle of 
tensions may produce digestive 
problems, often pain and physical 
discomfort. It would seem then 
that one of the best ways to be 
happy and well adjusted is to learn 
to relax. This is not easy as it en- 
tails the use of your mental powers 
with emphasis on physical relax- 
ation. 

It is our contention that the fol- 
lowing self-relaxing exercise has a 
definite place in dentistry and in 
our field of oral surgery, both for 
the patient and the dentist. The 
employment of any method which 
will help relax the patient and the 
dentist, and create an undisturbed 
and quiet environment is neces- 
sary in addition to our modern 
anesthesia. It is hoped that the pro- 
fession will realize even more fully 
than at present the importance of 
the application of psychologic den- 
tal techniques and the psychologic 
use of words. All this will contri- 
bute to the advancement of hyp- 
nosis in dentistry. 


Mental Relaxation 


Visualize something beautiful. 
Recall to your mind a peaceful 
scene. It may be a warm Sunday 
afternoon at the beach with the 
waves creeping over the soft sand; 
or it may be an evening in front 
of a warm fireplace with dancing 
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shadows. Try to imagine this beau- 
tiful picture.? 

Now try your sense of smell. 
Remember a pleasing fragrance, 
perhaps a perfume or the scent of 
a flower. Whatever you remember, 
try to recall the complete sensation. 

Now try to re-feel the nicest 
thing you have ever felt with your 
hands, the feel of soft warm sand 
sifting through the fingers, the 
touch of satin or whatever gave 
you a pleasant experience by touch- 
ing with your fingers. 

After you have accomplished 
this, try to recall the most pleasing 
sound you have heard, the singing 
of birds or the whine of a sawmill. 

When you have recalled this 
pleasant sensation, try to think of 
the nicest taste you have ever 
known. A fresh, delicious, and 
juicy tree-ripened pear. Or maybe 
a juicy tender steak. 

Now that your imagination is 
being entertained with all pleasant 
sensations, you can almost feel the 
body tension float away and peace 
of mind take over. 


Physical Relaxation 


Now imagine a warm breeze is 
moving up your legs, gently blow- 
ing over your knees, up your 
thighs, and as it passes over these 
areas it leaves them completely re- 
laxed. 

The warm breeze flows softly 
—tAtterbury, R, A.: Clinical Methods of 


Hypnotic Induction, DENTAL Dicest 63:74

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over your hips, your stomach, 
your ribs and over both arms, over 
your shoulders, gradually up to 
your neck, covering your face and 
your head. It has passed over your 
whole body and has left you com- 
pletely relaxed. 

You can actually feel your legs 
and arms become heavy and re- 
laxed. Your body feels quite heavy 
and your back is pressed tightly 
against the bed, completely relaxed. 
You feel comfortable and pleased 
with your new self. 

Maintain this state of relaxation 
and lie still between five and ten 
minutes. Now arise slowly and 
stretch. Raise and extend your 
arms above your head, arch the 
back and stretch. Now extend each 
leg and return to a more relaxed 
state. 


Relaxation Completed 


You have now experienced com- 
plete relaxation. You feel refreshed 
and relaxed within yourself, be- 
cause your nervous system has had 
a chance to completely relax, your 
body muscles have been released 
from tension, and even your state 
of mind is refreshed. You have 
relaxed! 

This relaxing exercise should be 
a daily practice. The total benefit 
of relaxation will increase with 
prolonged practice.

FOR MANY years a fight has raged 
between taxpayers and the tax col- 
lector over the deductibility of ed- 
ucational expenditures. 

Recently a new set of regulations 
was issued for salaried individuals 
and for self-employed persons. 

They provide that expenditures 
made by a taxpayer for his educa- 
tion are deductible if they are for 
education (including research ac- 
tivities) undertaken primarily for 
the purpose of: 

1. Maintaining or improving 
skills required by the taxpayer in 
his employment or other trade or 
business, or 

2. Meeting the express require- 
ments of a taxpayer’s employer, or 
the requirements of applicable law 


your Federal INCOME TAX 
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or regulations, imposed as a condi- 
tion to the retention by the tax- 
payer of his salary, status, or em- 
ployment. 

Expenditures made by a taxpay- 
er for his education are not de- 
ductible if they are for education 
undertaken primarily for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a new position or 
substantial advancement in posi- 
tion, or primarily for the purpose 
of fulfilling the general educational 
aspirations or other personal pur- 
poses of the taxpayer. 

How do these rules apply to the 
self-employed dentist? 

Example: Doctor Smith, a gen- 
eral practitioner of dentistry, takes 
a course of study in orthodontia in 
order to become an orthodontist. 
Doctor Jones, also a general prac- 
titioner of dentistry, takes a two- 












































































This explanation of a new set 
of income tax regulations and 
specific examples will help you 
determine what you may de- 


duct as educational expense. 


week course reviewing develop- 
ments in several specialized fields, 
including orthodontia, for the pur- 
pose of carrying on his general 
practice, 

Doctor Smith’s expenses are not 
deductible because the course of 
study qualified him for a specialty 
within his profession. Doctor 
Jones’ expenses for his education 
and any transportation, meals, and 
lodging while away from home are 
deductible because they were un- 
dertaken primarily to improve 
skills required by him in his pro- 
fession. 

Example: The course taken by 
Doctor Jones is offered in a city 
which is 500 miles away from 
home. His primary purpose in go- 
ing to this city is to take the course, 
but he also takes a side trip to 
another city, 50 miles away, for 
one day, to take a sightseeing trip 
and to entertain friends in that 
city. His transportation expenses 
to the city where the course is 
given are deductible, but his ex- 
penses for the “side tour” are not. 
Doctor Jones must also allocate his 
expenses for meals and lodging 
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while away from home between his 
educational pursuits and his per- 
sonal activities. The expenses such 
as sightseeing and entertaining 
friends are personal, and are not 
deductible to any extent. 

Example: The facts are the same 
as in the previous example except 
that his primary purpose in going 
to the city where the course is 
given is to take a vacation. This 
purpose is indicated by several fac- 
tors, one of which is the fact that 
he spends only two-weeks attending 
the course and devotes five weeks 
entirely to personal activities. None 
of Doctor Jones’ transportation ex- 
penses are deductible, and his ex- 
penses for meals and lodging while 
away from home are not deducti- 
ble to the extent attributable to 
his personal activities. His ex- 
penses for meals and lodging al- 
locable to the weeks attending the 
course are, however, deductible. 

These rules and regulations are 
retroactive to the years 1954, 1955, 
1956, and 1957. Claims for refund 
for educational expenditures in- 
curred during these years and not 
deducted may be filed on Form 
843 or by filing amended returns 
on Form 1040. The last day for 
filing claims for 1954 was Novem- 
ber 2, 1958, while for other years 
it is three years from the due date 
of the return (exclusive of any ex- 
tension of time) or within two 
years of date of payment.

WHEN I was a boy in high school, 
one of my professors made a last- 
ing impression on me—not by 
force of personality but by force 
of teaching. He clothed the some- 
times dry bones of economics with 
charts covering three blackboards 
of his classroom. These charts gave 
daily quotations from the New 
York Exchange, and his students 
learned something about the me- 
chanics of Wall Street by the most 
practical of methods, “buying” and 
“selling” securities. 

Sometimes while working as an 
investment counselor I wish that 
all economics teachers used a 
method as graphic. Many investors, 
often men with considerable stakes 
in the stock market, lack an under- 
standing of what stocks and bonds

are, their possibilities and limita- 
tions, and how securities are 
bought and sold. This is under- 
standable, of course, in the case 
of busy professional men whose 
spare time as well as working time 
is often crammed with patients’ 
problems and the effort of keeping 
up with late advances. So here, for 
what help it can give, is a brief 
run-down of the big world of Wall 
Street : 

First, what are stocks, bonds, 
preferreds, convertibles, deben- 
tures, and the like? 

Common Stock: For definition, 
common stock represents owner- 
ship of a corporation. If Corpora- 
tion A has 1,000,000 shares of 
stock outstanding, and you own 
100 shares, you own one ten- 
thousandth of the business. This 
entitles you to receive dividends if 
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Here is a definition of the vari- 
ous securities and an explana- 
tion of current methods of 


buying and selling. 


they are paid, and to vote for cor- 
poration officers, and on corporate 
matters if your stock carries this 
privilege. Should that sound like 
a paradox—common stock owner- 
ship without voting privileges—it 
is nonetheless true. In many cases, 
when first selling stock to the pub- 
lic, owners reserve a “Class A” or 
“Class B” common for themselves, 
and vest all voting rights in this 
issue. (Every new issue listed on 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
however, must give common stock- 
holders full voting rights. It is 
mostly among unlisted issues—and 
we will come to the difference be- 
tween listed and unlisted markets 
shortly—that nonvoting common 
is to be found. ) 

The common stockholder is en- 
titled to “dividends” if the com- 
pany makes money, and when the 
directors see fit to declare a divi- 
dend. When directors do not— 
which seldom if ever happens in 
leading companies except in the 
hardest times—this represents no 
chicanery on their part. They may 
be conserving cash for expansion 
which will pay off later, or plowing 
profits back into research, again 
aimed at a later and larger payoff. 

There is no certainty of how 
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large a dividend will be, or its con- 
tinuity. But in practice and in well- 
managed corporations, dividends 
are pretty steady and often larger 
than bond interest. If a company 
grows, so do your dividends; and 
this is where you differ from hold- 
ers of “fixed income” types of 
securities. If you want your income 
and capital to grow, the field of 
common stocks is a good bet—the 
best in my opinion. 

Preferred Stock: A great many 
dentists are confused by “pre- 
ferred” stock. Preferred to what? 
How safe is it? How much equity 
is given away? 

First, preferred stock, like com- 
mon stock and bonds, is a security. 
Its issuance calls for the same legal 
and regulatory steps as does the 
putting out of common stock and 
bonds. Preferred stock is literally 
what its name says it is. It is stock 
—not a bond or other debt obliga- 
tion. Unlike common stock, it does 
not necessarily represent voting 
rights (although in many cases pre- 
ferred holders can vote). Some- 
times preferred stockholders exer- 
cise voting rights only when the 
company gets into arrears on their 
payments. 

Convertible Preferreds: One of 
the more interesting types of pre- 
ferred issues is “convertible” pre- 
ferreds. (Some debentures also car- 
ry this privilege.) This means, 
quite simply, that the preferred 
stock can be converted into com- 
mon stock at the holder’s option 
and at a _ predetermined price.

American Telephone and Telegraph 
has sold many convertibles of dif- 
ferent types. 

The advantage from the point 
of view of the owner of a convert- 
ible is that if the company grows 
and the common stock consequent- 
ly advances in market price, he 
can cash in on this growth by 
converting his preferred into com- 
mon. If things do not work out so 
well, the holder of a convertible 
preferred (or a convertible bond) 
can play it safe by sitting back 
with his basically more conserva- 
tive holding and collecting his 
more assured dividends. 

That is the whole point of pre- 
ferred stock. The dividends are 
more assured than dividends on 
common stock. Dividends declared 
on common stock follow the for- 
tunes of the company. They are 
higher when earnings are up, low- 
er when earnings are down. But 
preferred stock is given a set divi- 
dend rate which must be paid 
before as much as 5 cents may be 
given to the holders of common 
stock. However, unlike a_ bond- 
holder, the preferred stockholder 
does not have “protection” in the 
form of collateral to secure his 
money. 

If a company defaults on bond 
interest and continues to do so, the 
bondholders may go to court and 
petition for a sale of assets that 
secure their bond, or even for 
bankruptcy of the company. In any 
liquidation, bondholders are paid 
off first, holders of preferred stock 
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next, and the holders of common 
stock get what is left. 

If a company does not pay its 
preferred dividends, on the other 
hand, the preferred stockholder 
cannot do much except wait, know- 
ing that if the company ever re- 
covers it must pay him before it 
can give anything to the common 
stockholders who own it. Some 
issues accumulate such arrears; 
with others there is a limit beyond 
which arrears cannot go. 

Bonds: The dentist who holds 
bonds of a company holds its [OU. 
Issuance of bonds is nothing but 
a form of borrowing. A corpora- 
tion borrows more than it usually 
could raise from one lender or 
even a syndicate of lenders, and 
over a longer period of time. 

A bond may be secured by real 
estate or by the plant and equip- 
ment of a firm. If it is unsecured, 
it is called a debenture. Some 
bonds, debentures in particular, 
carry conversion privileges similar 
to those of a convertible preferred, 
with the same advantages. Note, 
however, that conversion into com- 
mon stock is a privilege worth 
having only in a company going 
strongly upward, whose common 
stock is becoming worth more each 
year. 

Stocks and bonds are bought 
either on an Exchange (in which 
case they are “listed” securities) , 
or else in a wider but less tangible 
market known as the “over the 
counter” market. The latter are 
“unlisted” securities. 
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Buying On The Exchange: The 
best way to illustrate the difference 
in trading methods between an 
order to buy or sell on an exchange 
and one in the unlisted market is 
to follow two hypothetical orders. 

In the first, Doctor Doe gives an 
order to buy 100 shares of XYC 
Corporation to his broker. First, 
for this order to be executed, the 
broker must be a member of the 
Exchange in question, or he must 
turn it over to another broker who 
is a member for execution. This 
order is wired to the New York 
ofice of the member firm. From 
there it goes out to the company’s 
floor broker who receives the order 
and walks to a “post” where the 
stock of XYC Corporation is 
traded. There he finds other brok- 
ers interested in buying or selling 
XYC and another man called a 
specialist. To the specialist, he 
asks, ““How’s XYC?” without in- 
dicating whether he will buy or 
sell. The specialist consults his 
book of buy and sell bids and of- 
fers and answers, “2014 offered 
at three-quarters.” 

This means that other brokers 
have placed with him orders to 
buy at 201% or sell at 20°. If the 
floor broker has a “market” order 
from Doctor Doe he may take the 
stock at 20°4 unless he can get a 
better offer from one of the other 
brokers standing there. 

(A “market order” is one to buy 
or sell “at the market.” This means 
at the best available price at the

moment of execution. A “limit 
order,” on the other hand, is one 
to buy or sell at only a set figure. 
Doctor Doe might have put in the 
order to buy XYC at 20; in that 
case his firm’s floor broker will 
have it entered in the specialist’s 
book, and if the stock hits 20 he 
will buy. Of course it may never 
hit 20, or it may be weeks getting 
to that figure. In general, long-term 
investors do best putting in their 
orders “at the market.” ) 

All of this takes as little as five 
minutes from the time Doctor Doe 
has put in an order in his home 
town. Or in the case of an infre- 
quently traded issue, or a limit 
order that is slightly off the market, 
it may take hours, 

Unlisted Market: To many in- 
vestors, the over-the-counter mar- 
ket where “off-board” or “unlisted” 
securities are bought and sold is 
a never-never land; to others it is 
a trap for the unwary who stray 
from the “safe” stocks of the big 
board and other exchanges. But in 
this market an estimated 50,000 
different stocks are traded. Only 
around 2000 issues are traded on 
the New York Stock Exchanges 
and American Stock Exchange 
combined. It comprises all kinds 
of issues, speculative stocks, un- 
seasoned equities, penny cats and 
dogs, right on up to some of the 
most conservative securities in the 
country. On the over-the-counter 
market, for example, you can buy 
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curities, the DuPont family’s hold- 
ing company. You can also buy 
some speculations at 1¢ per share, 
and almost anything in between. 

Many of today’s top growth is- 
sues are unlisted, and a great num- 
ber of those that are listed were 
traded in the off-board market only 
five or ten years ago. So it is not 
such a dangerous place, if you re- 
sist the siren songs of promoters 
who have some new “babies” to 
sell that are “sure” to double or 
triple in a month. Buying strong 
over-the-counter growth issues can 
be as simple as buying or selling 
any listed stock. 

Specialist Dealer: When Doctor 
Doe gives his broker an order, the 
broker will get in touch, not with 
the floor of an exchange, but with 
someone who “makes a market” 
in that particular unlisted stock. 
This means that he carries stock 
in his inventory the same way a 
men’s wear shop carries shirts in 
its inventory. He will buy when 
Doctor Doe wants to sell, or sell 
when Doctor Doe wishes to buy. 
His own broker may, of course, 
have a ready buyer or seller for 
an unlisted stock, in which case 
this specialist dealer firm will not 
enter the picture. But most times 
he goes to the specialist. Some 
larger brokerage houses make it a 
rule that the quotes of at least three 
of these specialists who “make 
markets” must be had, and the best 
deal made out of those three calls. 

Doctor Doe’s quote will come 
back something like this: “2014 
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bid, 22 asked.” This means the 
specialist has stock to sell at 22 
and orders to buy at 2014. If this 
seems a pretty wide spread, chances 
are it is. It is called the “outside” 
price. It is the figure you are likely 
to read in your morning paper. It 
is possibly both lower than realit, 
on the bid side, and higher than 
reality on the ask side. The pur- 
pose of this is not to deceive you. 
but to give some leeway for bar- 
gaining between you and your own 
broker-dealer. 

If he is a reputable business man 
—and 99 per cent are—ask your 
broker to get you the “inside” 
price. This is the realistic figure. 
The chances are you will be able 
to strike a bargain either to buy 
or sell somewhere between the bid 
and asked figures. Off this figure, 
you will have to pay commission 
of course. Some firms charge high- 
er commissions on over-the-counter 
orders than those obtained on the 
New York Stock Exchange. Ask 
your broker whether he is willing 
to handle over-the-counter transac- 
tions at the inside price plus New 
York Stock Exchange commission. 
Most will say yes. 

Now you have two choices. You 
can trade “net” without commis- 
sion or else pay this inside price 
plus commission. Trading without 
commission looks inviting, but in 
most cases you would be well ad- 
vised not to do it that way. The 
net price may well contain a mark- 
up considerably higher than a com-

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Your assistant’s impressions 


from observations and conver- 
sations with patients may be a 
valuable aid in making a diag- 


nosis. 


WitH the increased consideration 
now being given to high speed 
units and extensive bridgework 
with full coverage and connected 
abutments, one would imagine that 
diagnosis is suffering from neglect 
in the dental office. The conscien- 
tious dentist, however, realizes that 
diagnosis, carefully planned and 
systematically performed, is an es- 
sential preliminary to successful 
treatment planning. At the same 
time, one must admit that, despite 
long experience, it often consumes 
a substantial amount of time. The 
old-time teachers of what used to 
be called Dental Economics would 
classify the time spent in diagnosis 
as nonproductive. In comparison 
with cavity preparation or cement- 
ing a crown in place, a debit 
charge to the patient could not, 
in their opinion, be entered on the 
books for a diagnostic interview. 

Let us assume that our immedi- 
ate concern is to discover a method 
whereby we can achieve some 
economy in the length of time 
needed for a thorough diagnosis. 
Some have solved the problem by

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letting the patient fill out a printed 
questionnaire, but those who favor 
it and continue to use it, cannot 
deny that it does not give the pa- 
tient any opportunity to express 
himself. Self-expression by a pa- 
tient is a recognized prerequisite to 
diagnosis and treatment planning. 
Some therapists go so far as to call 
it “catharsis,” others prefer to re- 
fer to it as “ventilation,” but in 
either case somebody has to be 
present to guide and prompt the 
patient to express himself, so that 
on some occasions he actually re- 
veals the diagnosis without know- 
ing it. 

There is no substitute for per- 
sonal contact between a_ patient 
and a therapist when the patient is 
concerned about his health. In a 
dental as well as a medical office, 
a preliminary contact can be made 
through an assistant. It is com- 
mon practice in a physician’s of- 
fice for the initial interview to be 
held with a junior associate. The 
public is thoroughly conditioned 
to such a procedure, and in gen- 
eral it has proved to be satisfac- 
tory. In dental offices where there 
are senior and junior associates, 
the practice of letting the younger 
practitioner take the preliminary 
history and make an oral survey 
has not yet been established. It 
should be given more considera- 
tion, especially in those offices 
where a senior associate has difh- 
culty in transferring a patient to 
a younger man. Nothing can 
‘break the ice” more effectively 
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than a friendly and confidential 
talk between patient and dentist, 
followed by an examination of the 
mouth and its structures before 
roentgenograms are prescribed. 

Most dental offices, however, are 
operated by a dentist and his wom- 
an assistant. At this point some 
reader may have already jumped 
to the conclusion that if the assist- 
ant is expected to help him with 
the diagnosis, it will not work in 
his office. His assistant has no time 
to sit down and carry on a lengthy 
conversation with a patient, and, 
furthermore, she does not have the 
background to follow the required 
procedure systematically and 
scientifically. We feel justified in 
retorting that in many medical of- 
fices women who are busy with 
other duties do find time to take an 
adequate history. They do it well 
and are diplomatic enough not to 
indulge in intimate details which 
belong only in physician-patient 
relations. A modification of the 
same system can operate success- 
fully in a dental office. 


Instruct Assistant to Observe 
The secret of diagnosis is ob- 
servation, and the impressions 
gleaned from observing are the 
basis of good diagnosis. It has been 
said of those who have developed 
the diagnostic art to a high degree 
that they have a sixth sense called 
intuition, or that they form opin- 
ions from hunches. Inasmuch as 
woman has been credited with the 
gift of intuition, she should defi- 
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nitely capitalize on it in her occu- 
pation. There is no reason why a 
dental assistant should not notice 
that a patient, after climbing a 
flight of stairs, had a marked difh- 
culty in breathing (dyspnea), a 
flushed face (cyanosis) and that 
he sat upright on the edge of the 
chair in the reception room (orth- 
opnea). She should relay the in- 
formation to the dentist, because 
by the time the patient enters the 
operatory, he may have regained 
his composure; and it is quite pos- 
sible that the dentist may over- 
look the cardiac condition and fail 
to relate it to the proper use of an 
anesthetic or to traumatic treat- 
ment. 

The assistant should notice such 
abnormalities as the flapping gait 
of tabes dorsalis; the lesion in the 
mouth may be syphilitic and not 
caused by an accidental bite, as 
the patient stated. The obese wom- 
an with a hairy growth on her lip 
and chin (hirsutism) and black 
and blue marks on her arms and 
legs (ecchymosis and purpura), 
may have Cushing’s syndrome and 
not a greedy appetite. The obvious 
discoloration is the result of a 
severe capillary fragility which is 
part of the syndrome; therefore, 
extractions would involve a serious 
risk. The patient with an acetone 
odor on his breath or from his 
body may be a diabetic, and his 
complaint about slow healing may 
be part of the disease picture, not 
the fault of the surgeon. If a pa- 
tient protested that her eyes hurt 
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(photophobia) when the assistant 
turned on the lights in the recep- 
tion room and later complained to 
the dentist that she had a burning 
tongue, it might lead to a diagnosis 
of vitamin B complex deficiency. 
Had she said that the reception 
room seemed to be awfully dark 
after coming in from the bright 
sunshine outside, it might indicate 
a vitamin A deficiency, and the 
dentist could correlate it with her 
complaint that her mouth was dry 
(asialorrhea) and that her upper 
denture kept dropping. A patient 
who asks the assistant for a glass 
of water to wash down his Dicu- 
marol® tablet has unknowingly 
given the information that he is a 
surgical risk. The anticoagulant 
lowers the prothrombin level of 
the blood, and despite opinions to 
the contrary, enough authorities 
still insist that dental extractions in 
such cases may be followed by a 
fatal hemorrhage. 


Gain Patient's Confidence 
Although the assistant may have 
no time to make conversation with 
a patient, she should be able to 
note the tone or pitch of the voice 
when greetings are exchanged. It is 
usually high-pitched in the neu- 
rotic, tremulous in the hyperthy- 
roid, lethargic in the hypothyroid 
and masculine in the postmeno- 
pausal syndrome. And let us go a 
step further and wring a confession 
from almost any dental assistant 
that she not only relishes a little 
tete-a-tete with patients. but, de- 
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spite the busiest schedule, she is 
able to find time for a few words. 

The dentist who expects his as- 
sistant to devote every minute of 
her time to office housekeeping, 
helping in the laboratory, keeping 
the books and answering the tele- 
phone, will find himself associated 
with a lifeless and soulless auto- 
maton which casts a damp aura 
about the office, aggravating him 
and displeasing patients. The wom- 
an who gains the confidence of 
patients often learns details which 
are not generally given as freely 
to the dentist. The patient who 
began to menstruate that morning 
and was fearful about having her 
tooth extracted, may hesitate to 
tell the dentist, but will speak free- 
ly to the assistant. The dentist may 
be convinced that there is no re- 
lation between menstruation and 
the risk of dental extractions, but 
if an untoward postsurgical epi- 
sode should occur, no scientific ex- 
planation will appease the patient 
or the family. Good will is as es- 
sential as skill in practice admin- 
istration. 


Other bleeding episodes like 
postpartum hemorrhage, easy 
bruising, and epistaxis, are occa- 
sional topics of conversation be- 
tween patients and dental assist- 
ants. They have an important bear- 
ing in persistent gingival bleeding. 
The hormonal deficiency follow- 
ing a hysterectomy may be related 
to a complaint about perverted 
tastes. An occult toothache in a 
clinically sound tooth may be ex- 
plained by the arteritis in the pulp 
which often accompanies diabetes. 

There seems to be no end to the 
implications that may be made 
from the casual conversation be- 
tween a patient and the dental as- 
sistant, if the latter learns what 
part of it is important to the dentist 
in the diagnostic procedure. No 
woman can deny that life in a den- 
tal office can be more interesting 
when the dentist permits and en- 
courages her to take part in the 
diagnostic program.

An explanation of the estate and inheritance taxes, and possible 


deductions to be considered. 


“ONLY death and taxes are cer- 
tain,” the saying runs, and even 
death may mean taxes! 

The Federal Government levies 
an estate tax against all net estates 
in excess of a minimum of $60,- 
000; all of the States (except Ne- 
vada) impose estate or inheritance 
taxes, although some of these, such 
as Florida’s, are small. 

Since the federal tax has the 
historic purpose, in addition to 
raising revenue, of breaking up 
large dynastic estates, it is gradu- 
ated, like the income tax. That is, 
the rates increase with the size of 
the estate. For example, in the case 
of a person residing in New York 
State using no part of the so-called 
“marital deduction” (to be dis-

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cussed later), the combined federal 
and state death taxes would be as 
shown in the accompanying chart. 

Few practicing dentists, how- 
ever, are vitally concerned with the 
rate of tax on a $10,000,000 estate. 
Let us rather take up some of the 
more practical questions of Doctor 
John White whose estate plan we 
considered in an earlier article.’ 
Doctor White, a mature dentist. 
has a wife and three grown chil- 
dren, a moderately prosperous 
practice, maximum Social Security 
coverage for retirement; $50,000 
in ordinary life insurance; and 
about $50,000 in all other assets. 
including his home.

Doctor White’s first question is 
—“By the way, is there any differ- 
ence between estate and inheritance 
taxes?” 

An estate tax is a tax on the 
whole estate before it is divided 
up. An inheritance tax taxes the 
inheritance received by each heir 
or legatee. One important feature 
of an inheritance tax is that in 
most states levying such a tax the 
rate of tax varies with who is re- 
ceiving the property. For example, 
a legacy to a child is taxed at a 
somewhat lower rate than it would 
be if made to a more distant rela- 
tive, and much lower than if it 
were made to a friend who was no 
relation at all. 


Taxable Property 

Doctor White’s next question is 
—“How does the Federal estate tax 
work? What property is taxed in 
my estate?” 

The answer to this is, briefly, all 
property in which the deceased tax- 
payer had an interest is taxed at 
his death. This includes real estate, 
stocks and bonds, mortgages, cash, 
and such other miscellaneous prop- 
erty as household goods, automo- 
biles, or even uncollected fees. 
However, all Social Security bene- 
fits are excluded from federal and 
state death taxes. 

All of these types of property are 
valued for estate tax purposes at 
their “fair market value,” which 
means what they could reasonably 
be sold for either at the date of 
death or one year after death, at 
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the option of the taxpayer—or 
rather, the taxpayer’s executor. 
This one-year provision was put 
into the law as a relief measure to 
protect estates from rapidly drop- 
ping values occurring shortly after 
death, such as the stock market 
crash of 1929. 

“Is the value of my practice 
taxed?” 

This is an asset which is includ- 
ible in the value of the gross es- 
tate, but without the skill of the 
practicing dentist, it is likely to 
have relatively little good-will value 
beyond that of the office equip- 
ment. 

“Is my insurance includible in 
my taxable estate?” 

Life insurance of any kind is in- 
cludible for federal estate tax pur- 
poses at its face value, less any out- 
standing loans and charges if the 
deceased insured was the owner of 
the policy at his death. 

Many states, however, have spe- 
cial exemptions for life insurance 
for state estate or inheritance tax 
purposes. 


Joint Ownership 

“What about my house which is 
held jointly with my wife?” asks 
the dentist. 

This property is includible in the 
husband’s estate, except to the ex- 
tent that a wife can prove that she 
furnished part of the purchase 
price or other consideration for 
the jointly-held property from her 
own funds. It is a widely-held mis- 
conception that owning property

jointly necessarily saves federal 
estate taxes. 

“Are there any deductions allow- 
able as in the income tax?” 

Deductions are allowed for es- 
tate tax purposes, including funeral 
and administration expenses such 
as counsel fees, debts and mortga- 
ges, bequests to charities, and, in 
many cases, the most important 
deduction of all—qualifying be- 
quests to a surviving spouse. This 
so-called “marital deduction” de- 
serves particular emphasis. A 
deduction is allowed for any 
amount of property, which is left 
in any qualifying bequest to his 
surviving wife, in an amount up 
to half of Doctor White’s gross 
estate, less debts and administra- 
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tion expenses. Thus, if we assume 
for Doctor White a gross estate of 
$100,000, debts and expenses of 
$2000 and at least $50,000 of in- 
surance payable directly to his 
wife, the allowable marital deduc- 
tion is $49,000; the taxable estate 
is $49,000, and the tax, after the 
$60,000 exemption noted here, is 
zero. Full use of the marital deduc- 
tion for most estates cuts the tax 
considerably more than in half, 
and virtually means that in estates 
up to $200,000 the federal estate 
tax simply is not an important 
factor. 

“But,” says Doctor White, after 
doing a little figuring, “if my wife 
dies after I do, she will then pre- 
sumably have no marital deduction 
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to use and her estate will have to 
pay an estate tax, won't it?” 
Yes—although still not a large 
tax. But one way of avoiding even 
this tax would be for Doctor White 
to will her one-half of his estate 
outright ($50,000) and one-half 
in a trust for her benefit during 





only a life interest in it. 

“Another way would be for her 
to give property to our children 
before she died, wouldn't it?” sug- 
gests the dentist, now developing 
into a keen amateur tax lawyer.

THE MUTUAL DEPENDENCY OF THE DENTIST AND HIS SUPPLIER 


THE Canadian Dental Journal conducted a survey among 240 Ontario 
dentists to determine certain beliefs or conjectures held by dentists in 
respect to their dealers. The majority of the respondents indicated that 
the products and services of the dental -dealers were “good.” A few 
indicated “fair” to these questions, and not one respondent answered 
“poor.” The majority also indicated that the profits of the dealers are 
reasonable. About 50 per cent of the dentists indicated their regard 
for dental dealers had been enhanced since graduation. 

The dental profession, quite justifiably, should expect quality prod- 
ucts and superior services from the dental trade industry. Concomitantly, 
however, it should realize that the industry has problems and difficulties 
which, in the main, can be greatly reduced by an understanding and 
cooperative profession. The mutual dependency of the dentist and the 
dental dealer will continue to make it possible to provide a high quality 
of dental service to the public whom it is our privilege to serve.— 
Editorial, The Journal of the Canadian Dental Association. 


KELLOGG GRANT RECEIVED BY DENTAL SCHOOL

Telephone Tip 

As a reminder, put a mirror in a position where your receptionist 
must look at herself when she answers the telephone. Even though the 
person on the other end of the line does not see her smile, the smile in 
her voice that will result will be heard by the recipient on the other end 
of the line. Conversation on the telephone should be warm yet pro- 
fessional. 


Can You Afford a Second Operating Room? 

If you do not have a second operating room, check the gross income 
and the final net income of those dentists who have, and you will 
probably decide you cannot afford not to make the investment in a

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second operating room yourself. Also, you will find many patients 
are more content to wait in an operating room than in your reception 
room. 


Atmosphere of Your Reception Room 

Now might be a good time to take a second look at your reception 
room. Is everything cheerful but yet conducive to a_ professional 
atmosphere? Unfortunately, some patients judge the dentistry you 
perform by the pictures, chairs, magazines, draperies, ventilation of 
the room, and even the amount and kind of lighting. 


Organize Your Bracket Table 

Instruct your chairside assistant as to how you want your bracket 
table set up. If you always know what will be on your bracket table 
and know where to reach for what you want you will be more efficient 
in performing your professional services. 


The Dental Assistant 

Ail too common is the argument of some dentists who do not have 
an assistant: “When I get more practice I will employ an assistant.” 
To some extent this point of view is right. It is probably better to 
have established a minimum practice. However, beyond a certain point 
a dentist cannot perform good dental service trying to be a receptionist, 
bookkeeper, telephone operator, and a bill collector, as well as a dentist. 
For a period of time after a dentist has taken on an assistant or an 
additional assistant he may net less. However, if over a period of one 
year the assistant does not add to his net income, then she is not per- 
forming enough duties, or he has made the wrong choice. 


Do Not Be Reluctant to Rectify a Mistake 

If a dentist makes a mistake in buying a piece of dental equipment, 
he stops using it. However, it seems that many dentists are too reluctant 
to rectify a mistake made in selecting an assistant and just wait, hoping 
she will quit. If an assistant with sufficient training fails, over a reason- 
able period of time, to meet your standards, there is only one course 
of action to take and that is to discharge her. 


Certain Dental Meetings May Help Your Assistant 

An investment in your assistant or assistants may pay off. If you 
want a dental assistant to improve, to be more interested in her work, 
you may find these objectives can be accomplished by encouraging 
her to attend certain dental meetings. Also if you find one of your 
colleagues has an assistant that.is particularly proficient in some area 
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in which you would like one of your assistants to be trained, you might get 
permission from your colleague to allow your assistant to work in his 
office for a few days mainly in the role of an observer. 


Book of Procedures for Dental Assistant 

Doctor Glenn Norman Brinker of the Indiana University School 
of Dentistry recommends a book of procedures for dental assistants 
which would include: 

A. A basic statement of policy written by the dentist to apply to the 
practice-patient relationship as he would like to see it. This must be 
short, direct, and easy to condense in the assistant’s mind. 

B. A breakdown chart of responsibilities, such as suggested by 
Doctor J. Lewis Blass. 

C. A specific list of the various duties and decisions in which the 
assistant must not become involved. 

D. Specific instructions concerning the bookkeeping setup, patient 
recall, and other secretarial duties, with specific examples of the forms 
to be used fully explained. 

E. Multiple photographs (preferably glossy 8 x 10’s) of the follow- 
ing with appropriate captions: 

1. Room arrangements. 
2. Procedure setups. 
3. Important drawer and cabinet arrangements. 

F. Morning duties (preparation for the day). 

1. Aerate rooms. 
2. Dust furniture. 
3. Tidy all rooms. 
G. Evening duties before leaving. 


Check Your Appearance 

Your patients may have to wait ten years, or even may never know 
whether you are a good dentist. However, in ten seconds a patient can 
tell whether or not you look like a good dentist. 


Recommendation by Doctor Robert F. Brigante 

One of the best pre-extraction records that may be employed to 
great advantage is the photograph or old tintype that the patient brings 
to the office. This should be brought in on the first or second appoint- 
ment to be of the greatest application. The use of the picture may prove 
to be of limited mechanical value in many cases, but the psychologic 
impact is still apparent. A tuned ear will listen for the patient’s com-

ments when first presenting the picture. Here lies an insight into the 
personality that can be gained in no other way. Compare the difference 
between the patient who says, “I didn’t have as many wrinkles when this 
picture was taken,” with the patient who says, “Of course I don’t 
expect to look that good anyway.” Numerous examples could be cited 
to point up the use of this approach in analyzing what the patient 
really wants from the dentures. 


Avoid Late Patients 

To avoid late patient arrivals for appointments, here are some sug- 
gestions you might try: 

1. Make certain each patient receives an appointment card. 

2. Make appointments at an odd time such as 3:28 PM or 8:17 AM. 

3. Ask the patient if he would like to be called on the day before, 
or the day of his appointment. 

4. Emphasize to the patient the importance of calling and letting 
you know if he is going to be late or cannot make an appointment. 

5. Work only a short time on the chronic offender, and explain that 
you hope you have more time on the next appointment. 

6. Try to set up a reasonable schedule and then try to maintain it 
by having some cushion time set aside in the middle of the morning 
and the afternoon. 


When You Need to Borrow Money 
Do not forget the cash values of your life insurance policies. In 
today’s money market, it is your cheapest source of money. 


Small Business Investment Companies 

You may be approached to invest in a small business investment 
company. Do not be too hasty in turning down this opportunity as it 
has some definite tax advantages as well as a real opportunity for 
profit. For more information on the formation of these companies, 
call the local office of the Small Business Administration. If you are 
offered this opportunity, as always investigate before you invest as 
there is no guarantee against loss. 


Special Tax Provisions on Investments in Small Businesses 

The present administration is bending over backward to help small 
business, and allows special deductions for losses on “small business 
stock.” Investors in small businesses may get deductions against ordi- 
nary income up to $25,000. This is more favorable treatment than is 
normally given such losses. See your tax attorney for the definition 
of “a small business” and details on tax savings from using these losses. 
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The High Cost of Idle Funds 

Do not let large balances accumulate in your checking account. They 
cost you money. You can earn 314 to 4 per cent on these funds in 
savings and loan associations where your savings are insured against 
loss by the United States Government. Be careful, not all savings and 
loan associations accounts are government insured. If no savings and 
loan association in your area is paying a 4 per cent return, write to 
Practice Administration Thought-Provokers, ORAL HYGIENE, 708 
Church Street, Evanston, Illinois, for the locations of some that are. 


Florida and Alaska Promotions 

Financial history repeats itself. These two areas have the “romance” 
that appeals to the average investor. This is fertile ground for the 
unscrupulous promoter. Not all promoters are unscrupulous, nor are 
all investments in these two areas poor ones. Just investigate, before 
you invest. 


Beware of the Policy Switcher 

Recently, an insurance man suggested to a dentist that he cancel all 
his insurance policies and buy new policies from him. The insurance 
man based this suggestion on the fact that the policies were issued 
by a small life insurance company. After inspection of the proposal, 
it was determined that this was not the wisest course of action. When 
an insurance man suggests this to you, be careful. Fortunately, most 
life insurance men are reputable, but once in a while you may find 
an unscrupulous one. 


Tax Savings Available if You Own Your Office 

Rapid depreciation methods may save you taxes if you own a build- 
ing. Be careful and do not use these rapid “charge-off” methods unless 
you think your income is about as high as it ever will be, because you 
use up depreciation. Have your tax man explain to you the nature of 
the three depreciation methods and how they could affect you. 


Selection of a Good Mutual Fund Getting More Difficult 

The number of mutual funds is growing at a fantastic rate making 
the job of selecting a good one more difficult. Look at the performance 
over the past few years before you buy. That is the test of whether 
the fund has good management.

IF ONE single theme could be used 
to test the general public’s knowl- 
edge of recent developments in 
dentistry, probably the query would 
deal with fluoridation of drinking 
water. This topic has been the cen- 
ter of tremendous publicity during 
the past decade as hundreds of 
communities have voted on wheth- 
er to add fluorides to their water 
supply, usually after lengthy de- 
bate and sometimes emotional con- 
troversies. 

A recent survey reveals, for the

first time, extensive information 
on what the public does know 
about this subject. These results 
come from a public opinion poll 
of 1919 adults, selected to repre- 
sent a typical cross section of the 
United States population. It was 
conducted for the National Asso- 
ciation of Science Writers, a pro- 
fessional group of approximately 
350 journalists, and New York 
University, which administered a 
grant from the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation. Drawing of the sample, 
field interviewing, data processing, 
and tabulating the results, all were 
done by the Survey Research Cen- 
ter of the University of Michigan. 

While the principal focus of the 
survey was on public attitudes to- 
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A recent survey shows that the 
public’s knowledge of fluori- 
dation is related to education, 
use of mass media, and family 


income, 


ward science, scientists, and sci- 
ence reporting, an attempt was 
made to ascertain just who knew 
what in four “touchstone” areas of 
science. 

A section of the survey dealing 
with fluoridation of drinking water 
read: “In some places around the 
country fluorides are now being 
added to the drinking water. Have 
you heard anything about that? 
What do you think is the purpose 
of adding fluorides to the drinking 
water ?” 

A quarter of the sample (26 per 
cent) reported that they had never 
heard of fluoridation of drinking 
water. This compared with 4 per 
cent who said they had never heard 
of a vaccine for preventing polio- 
myelitis or infantile paralysis; 33 
per cent who said they had never 
heard of radioactive fall-out or 
“dust” from atomic bombs; and 54 
per cent who had not heard of 
space satellites. In connection with 
this last figure, it should be point- 
ed out that the field work was 
done during the spring of 1957, 
or six months before Sputnik was 
launched. 

Thus fluoridation ranked below 
the other medically oriented topics 
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and above the somewhat “pure 
science” subjects of radioactivity 
and space satellites. 

This rating squared with obser- 
vations of many science and medi- 
cal writers who frequently have 
seen their news articles on medi- 
cine and health displayed more 
extensively than non-medical sci- 
ence stories. It is undoubtedly true 
that a sort of pragmatic, “What's 
there in it for me?” attitude exists 
with a considerable section of the 
public when it considers what news 
to select. If the readers, listeners, 
or viewers feel the information 
may have a personal application 
then it may have greater “con- 
sumption.” 

So much for the first part of the 
questioning on fluoridation. What 
about the probing question about 
the purpose of adding fluorides? 

Here, the results present a some- 
what discouraging note for those 
who want the mass media to be a 
great educational process for adult 
Americans. More misinformation 
was reported about fluoridation 
than any of the other three subjects 
—Salk vaccine, radioactivity, satel- 
lites. 

One person in five (20 per cent) 
reported misinformation. Some 12 
per cent confused fluoridation with 
chlorination, and 8 per cent gave 
answers that could be classified no 
better than half correct at best. 

An additional 3 per cent said 
they had heard of fluoridation, but 
could recall no details concerning 
it. 
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Two-fifths of the sample (40 per 
cent) reported that it prevented 
tooth decay and strengthened teeth ; 
and an additional 11 per cent gave 
such vague, but substantially ac- 
curate answers as, “It helps teeth,” 
but did not specifically mention 
anything about tooth decay. Add- 
ing these two groups together 
brings a bare majority (51 per 
cent) who had any substantial 
background on why fluorides were 
added to drinking water. 

Despite the controversial aspect 
of much of the preballoting de- 
bates on fluoridation in various 
communities around the country, 
only one respondent out of 25 
questioned in the survey gave an- 
swers that would be called anti- 
fluoridation opinions. 


Mild Fluoridation Opinions 

Doctor Robert C. Davis, who 
was project director at the Survey 
Research Center for this opinion 
survey and is now assistant pro- 
fessor at the University of Wiscon- 
sin, made this interpretation of the 
responses to the question on fluori- 
dation: 

“There were, however, few an- 
swers which included comments 
that could be classified as anti- 
fluoridation responses. Only 4 per 
cent of the sample made these com- 
ments and most of them were not 
the wild, crackpot opinions that 
have figured in the antifluoridation 
fights. It would seem that the 
strength of the antifluoridation 
campaigners is not in numbers but 
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in organization, and 
propaganda.” 

This lack of intensity of feeling 
about fluoridation was reflected in 
another way. All persons inter- 
viewed were asked to recall news 
items about medicine and health 
that they had read, listened to, or 
seen during the past year. Only | 
per cent of the newspaper and ra- 
dio audiences mentioned anything 
about fluoridation, and magazine 
and television users mentioned it 
less than one-half of 1 per cent, the 
minimum figure used in the tabu- 
lations. In each audience, it was 
only those who used that medium, 
not the full sample of 1919 per- 
sons, that were tabulated. Thus 
not more than one person out of 
100 who used any medium was suf- 
ficiently moved to recall an item 
about fluoridation.

Typical Questionees 

Who were some of the persons 
questioned and what were their 
replies? 

Here is a West Coast electronics 
technician. He is in his early for- 
ties, earns approximately $5000 a 
year, and has five children. He 
graduated from high school where 
he studied general science, biology, 
chemistry, and physics. He has had 
no other formal education. He 
reads his home town newspaper 
daily, subscribes to a number of 
general magazines such Reader’s 
Digest, Life, and Saturday Evening 
Post, usually listens to radio for a 
half hour daily, and watches tele- 
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vision for two or three hours each 
day. 

Asked about fluoridation, this 
man said it was to retard decay in 
children’s teeth, and it would also 
increase the oral health of these 
children when they grew to be 
adults.

This woman is the wife of a 
manager of a Far West chain store. 
She is in her forties. The family 
income is approximately $7000. 
There are two teen-age children 
in the family. She attended high 
school, but left during the junior 
year; she had taken a course in 
general science. She reads two 
newspapers daily, one from a near- 
by larger community. The family 
subscribes to several magazines of 
general interest and to Today’s 
Health. Other members of the fam- 
ily listen to the radio, but not this 
wife and mother. She spends ap- 
proximately an hour and a half 
daily watching television programs, 
especially plays, variety shows, and 
science fiction. 

Questioned about adding fluor- 
ides to drinking water, she said it 
was done to preserve the children’s 
teeth and to help the teeth of adults 
too.

Here is a postal clerk in a mid- 
dle Atlantic community. He is in 
his sixties and he earns slightly 


under $5000 annually. He was 


graduated from high school where 
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he took a science course. He also 
completed a course at a radio 
school. He reported he read the 
local paper daily, watched tele- 
vision with his wife for several 
hours each day, and spent three to 
four hours daily listening to for- 
eign programs on his short wave 
set. 

Asked about fluoridation, this 
man said that it was supposed to 
be done for the good of one’s teeth 
and so approved it.

This woman is the wife of a 
laborer in a Midwestern city’s de- 
partment of water and streets. She 
works herself, as a machine oper- 
ator in a factory. She is in her 
late thirties. She said she liked to 
watch television, especially West- 
erns and detective stories, and to 
play poker. The family income is 
under $3000. She said she seldom 
reads the local daily paper, never 
listens to the radio, and _ infre- 
quently buys a detective story 
magazine. 

When she was queried about 
fluoridation, she replied that she 
had no idea why it was done but 
that “it tastes terrible.” When the 
interviewer asked, “Are you think- 
ing of chlorine?” this woman said 
that she was not sure.

This individual is unemployed, 
lives in a small Middle Western 
town, and is in his fifties. The family 
income was less than $2000. 


When he was asked about fluor- 
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idation, he answered that claims 
were made that it was to prevent 
tooth decay. Then he added, 
“That’s what they claim; it’s just 
more expense.”

Here is a woman in her forties who 
works as a waitress at a hot dog 
stand in a Middle Western metrop- 
olis. She is a widow and has two 
sons, one 18, the other 20. She 
left school at the sixth grade. The 
combined family income of the 
widow and her eldest son is ap- 
proximately $5000 a year. Infre- 
quently she reads a metropolitan 
newspaper or a romance magazine, 
but she spends about an hour 
daily listening to radio and watch- 
ing television. 

She reported that she thought 
fluorides were added to drinking 
water as a preventive for polio- 
myelitis.

What does all this add up to 
about the public’s knowledge of 
fluoridation of drinking water? 

1. A considerable majority of 
the American public has heard of 
adding fluorides to drinking water. 


One may focus either on the 26 per 
cent who were uninformed, or the 
40 per cent who had real knowl- 
edge about the topic. 

2. Fluoridation. like other med- 
ical and health topics, apparently 
benefits from the high level of 
personalization associated with it. 
Americans now “consume” a great 
deal of news about medicine and 
health and many of them want 
more because the subject tends to 
involve them, their families, and 
their health. And this applies to 
stories about fluoridation, too. 

3. Knowledge of the purposes of 
fluoridation, as was the case in the 
other three “touchstones” for sci- 
entific information used in this 
survey, seems to be related direct- 
ly to (a) education, especially 
courses taken in some field of sci- 
ence or in general science, (b) 
extensive use of various channels 
of mass media with the greater use 
resulting in a greater knowledge 
that could be “played back” under 
questioning, and (c) family in- 
come.

DOES YOUR COMMUNITY 
HAVE A DENTAL EMERGENCY SERVICE? 


THESE are the days when the dental profession seems to have become 
conscious of the importance of good public relations. We have taken 
a leaf from the experience of big business and are using the media of 
communication to tell the public about dentistry. The trend will expand. 
So much to the good! 

Like faith, public relations are lifeless without good works. Action 
speaks more eloquently than any combination of words. One concrete 
program of action would be the establishment of a dental emergency 
service in every community. The person in pain is interested in relief— 
not fulsome self-praise by the dental profession. 

What has your dental society done to furnish emergency service at 
night, on Sunday, and holidays? In most communities nothing has been 
done to establish a coordinated method to supply anyone in distress 
with treatment after office hours. The plight is particularly severe for 
the traveler or for the person who is unacquainted with a dentist. Cer- 
tainly everyone should have his own dentist, but many people do not. 
In a medical emergency a person can be reasonably sure that he will 
be able to get attention in a hospital. This is not true with a dental 
emergency. Few hospitals are prepared to handle such a situation. 

Our Canadian colleagues have done something. The Academy of Den- 
tistry in Toronto has a listing in the yellow pages of the telephone direc- 
tory, with a legend in boldface “After Hours Emergency Service.” 
A call to this number is taken by a telephone answering service during 
night hours, on Sundays, and holidays. The Academy has a roll of 
volunteers who serve on a rotating basis. A sufficient number of dentists 
volunteered to serve for an entire year. 
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The emergency service is maintained from 7 pM to 6 AM from Monday 
through Thursday, and from 6 PM to 6 AM on Friday and Saturday. 
The service is available all day Sunday and on holidays. As many as a 
dozen people have been relieved of their distress in a single night. (Popu- 
lation: Toronto 675,754. ) 

According to the Editor of Oral Health (J. H. Johnson, DDS)?: 

“This plan has now been functioning smoothly for over six months 
with a minimum of hitches. Two practitioners, usually selected from 
opposite sides of the city, so that traveling inconvenience to the public 
may be minimal, are available at all times. Complaints have been sur- 
prisingly few. Very occasionally someone on assignment has forgotten 
his obligation, but in the main everything has operated satisfactorily. 
It is anticipated that things will function with increasing smoothness 
with the passing years. 

... If the action of our Toronto confreres would bite deeply into the 
professional consciousness of other dental groups and result in the in- 
itiation of similar programs in other areas, it would be materially to 
the mutual advantage of both the public and the profession.” 

This kind of emergency treatment program can be established in any 
community. It should be. It is not regimentation or compulsion. Dentists 
volunteer for the service. They collect a reasonable fee for the treatment 
that they perform—direct from the patient. 

In addition to the listing in the telephone directory it might be well 
to inform all local hospitals that such a service is available. It would 
also be wise to inform the local medical and pharmaceutical associations. 
That would be good public relations. 

The best kind of public relations does not eulogize a product, a person, 
or a profession. The public wants to know what is being done directly 
for them to improve their comfort, pleasure, or well-being. An organi- 
zation that praises itself too loudly is as much of a bore as a person 
who constantly boasts of himself. In the case of dentistry the public 
prefers relief from distress to rhetoric.

Child Loosens Teeth 

Q.—My grandson, who is a little over 
one year of age, evidently was annoyed 
with his two lower central and lateral 
incisors, so he managed to completely 
wedge them out of his mouth. This oc- 
curred over a period of time. Roentgeno- 
grams of his head show no pathosis of 
the bone. Do space maintainers always 
have to be constructed in such cases? If 
30, at about what age should they be ap- 
plied ?—M.F., New York 

A.—The case of your grandson’s 
extruding the lower incisor teeth 
poses a real problem. Study of the 
growth and development pattern 
of the human jaw indicates that in 
case of premature loss of teeth in 
the anterior segment, the forces for 
continued growth are less affected 
than if the same premature loss of 
teeth occurred in the posterior 
segment. 

In consulting with an orthodon- 
tist as to the future course of ac- 
tion, we discussed the possibility 
of orthodontic appliances. The 
problems arising in using ortho- 
dontic means in a young child are 
manifold. In the first place, there 
would be little patient cooperation. 
In the second place, it might be 
difficult to know when orthodontic 
appliances might act more as a 
restraining force than as a means 
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to preserve space for the perma- 
nent incisors. 

I would advise that you, as well 
as an orthodontist, keep a close 
watch on the unfolding deciduous 
dentition in order to determine the 
future course of action.

the tongue and cheeks and the feeling 
of a dry and puffy mouth. 


Her physician, aware ofthe fact that~ ~~ 


she recently lost a youngster. aged 3, 
with leukemia, told her it might be a 
“case of nerves.” Since she has been on 
a fat-free bland diet for years her phy- 
sician has increased her vitamin C in- 
take. 

Because of an incorrect bite an ortho- 
dontist made a plastic retainer which 
she wears at night. The orthodontist has 
ruled out the acrylic as a cause for this 
sensation. 

I prescribed water-soluble Achromy- 
cin® tablets to be used as a mouthwash 
three times daily. The patient has in- 
formed me that the condition cleared 
completely, but as soon as she stopped 
using the tablets the sensation returned. 
What do you advise ?—-A.R.F., New York 

A.—Burning sensations in the 


mouth are frequently the result of 
a niacin deficiency or an iron de- 
ficiency. | would suspect that both 
are present in ‘this patient in view 
of the history. of a fat-free diet. 
Thére is no doubt that emotional 
upsets contribute to stomadynia. 

I would suggest a therapeutic 
dose of niacinamide (50 mg three 
times a day after each meal) for a 
period of 30 days, plus a mild sed- 
ative or tranquilizer. The niacin 
may be given alone or in combina- 
tion with all the other vitamins, as 
a therapeutic capsule. 


Nerve Trauma 

Q.—About a year and a half ago, I ex- 
tracted a lower right third molar for a 
young woman, age about thirty. 

The extraction was accomplished al- 
most exclusively by using a straight 
elevator, and no difficulty was _ en- 
countered. The next day the patient 
complained of her lip still being numb 
as in anesthesia. There was no evidence 
of muscular dysfunction, but sensory 
dysfunction still persists.

Remove. Cure. Polish. 
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Cut a piece of tinfoil the 
length and width of crown. 
Mix acrylic cement of prop- 
er shade.

Subsequent roentgenograms were neg- 
ative, revealing no evidence of abnor- 
mality in the socket, or any evidence of 
collapse of the -wall of the mandibular 
canal. 

I prescribed B-complex tablets to be 
taken daily, but there is no evidence of 
any change in this condition. Would you 
suggest what steps should be taken ?— 


M.M.K., New York 

A.—The symptom that your pa- 
tient has developed is not uncom- 
mon. It is my opinion that, in most 
cases, the trauma of extraction is 
not responsible for the damage to 
the inferior alveolar nerve. A pre- 
extraction neuroplasia must have 
existed; perhaps from an apical 
osteitis secondary to caries or other 
involvement, and the extraction 
merely was the stroke of finality 
to a situation which was about 
ready to manifest itself anyway. 
There is little cause for alarm, 
since new nerve tissue regenerates 
anywhere from eight weeks to three 
years. The patient should be ad- 
vised that she will experience, at 
different times, prickly or burning- 
like sensations over the lip and 
cheek during the process of regen- 
eration. 

I would advise continuation of 
B-complex and include protein 
concentrates along with multiple 
vitamins. 





Bleaching Teeth 

Q.—I would like to receive informa- 
tion on bleaching a discolored devital- 
ized tooth. I know Pyrozene had been 
used at one time, but it is impossible to 
purchase this product.—B.B., Massa- 
chusetts 

A.—The technique for bleaching 
teeth that I have found successful 
is as follows: Isolate the tooth with 


a rubber dam. Remove all filling 
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material from the crown of the 
tooth and for the coronal third of 
the root canal. Be sure that the 
root canal filling is satisfactory so 
that there can be no penetration of 
the root filling by the bleaching 
agent. Superoxol®, which is a 30 
per cent solution of hydrogen per- 
oxide in water, is the bleaching 
agent I use. A cotton pellet is 
placed loosely in the pulp chamber 
and the empty portion of the root 
canal and is flooded with the Su- 
peroxol. The cotton should be 
loose, acting as a wick to hold the 
fluid in the cavity. Then heat is 
applied, either with an old instru- 
ment that has been heated to red- 
ness, or heat from the hot air syr- 
inge, being careful not to have the 
air dislodge the bleaching solution. 
Several applications of Superoxol 
and heat are made, and usually 
after 15 to 20 minutes the tooth 
has lightened considerably. 

If the tooth is not bleached to — 
the desired shade, Superoxol may READILY REPLACEABLE 
be sealed in the pulp chamber for mesial and dista 
a day or two.

Dentures and Cleft Palate 

Q.—Would it be possible for you to 
give me the procedure for taking im- 
pressions of an edentulous mouth with 
a cleft palate. The patient is a woman, 
approximately forty-six years of age. 
Would only an upper denture be success- 
ful? I should appreciate any comments. 
—H.B.M., New Jersey 

A.—Regarding the technique for 
making an impression of an eden- 
tulous upper jaw with a cleft, 
whether congenital or surgical, it 
is desirable to use modeling com- 
pound in a stock tray. The impres- 
sion is removed from the tray and 
muscle trimmed. An attempt is 
made to secure an impression with 
fine detail. The impression is ex- 
tended into the cleft, utilizing un- 
dercuts, if possible, to aid in the 
retention. The surface of the im- 
pression is then roughened, and 
holes may be drilled into the com- 
pound and a more refined impres- 
sion is developed using an alginate 
material. 

Depending upon the type of 
cleft, it is also possible to use a 
perforated stock tray, modifying 
it with utility wax, and using al- 
ginate in this modified tray to se- 
cure the impression. 

A lower denture to occlude with 


‘the upper would be helpful, be- 


cause it would tend to stabilize it. 
The problem with an oral pros- 
thesis for a cleft palate naturally 
is that of retention.

Remedy Cleft Palates 
By Teamwork 

In Sinai Hospital there is a library 
of tape recordings—before and after 
records of children’s voices. They begin 
with mumbling sounds that scarcely can 
be understood. and develop with time 
into clear speaking. These recordings 
with the dates are part of the demon- 
stration of results in the Sinai Cleft 
Palate Habilitation Center where people 
skilled in medicine, dentistry, psycholo- 
gy, social work, and speech training, 
volunteer their services. These volun- 
teers use the team approach to the prob- 
lem of the cleft palate and cleft lip. They 
hold clinics at the hospital where each 
specialist examines and studies the case. 
Then they compare findings, with a 
dozen or more sitting in consultation, 
and make decisions about what can be 
done. 

The center was organized early in 
1955, with Doctor Herbert J. Bloom, 
Detroit oral surgeon who teaches at the 
University of Michigan, as the prime 
instigator. A father of a cleft palate 
patient gave early financial help. Only 
indigent patients were accepted until 
recently. Now the center will treat any- 


body and accept whatever payment the 
family can afford, Such payments are 
used for supplies and clinical expenses. 
—Detroit (Michigan) News.

The axial or circumferential contour 
of cast gold crowns is perhaps more 
often neglected than even the occlusal 
anatomy. Its importance cannot be 
over-emphasized. The illustrations show 
three contours, the first under-con- 
toured, the second over-contoured, and 
the third with the correct contour. 
Dotted lines show the manner in which 
food is deflected. 


The under-contoured crown probably 
causes the greatest amount of damage 
by affording no protection at all to the 
investing tissues.
